ATTACK BRIDGE. 

PESHAWAR, India, Aug. 12.— 
(UN)—The Afridi tribal uprising of 
the northwest frontier today shifted 
its front during the day to a vital 
railway bridge outside Peshawar, 


over the Indus river. 
A huge “army” of the tribesmen, 


well-armed and fanatic, moved on the 
bridgehead. The trestle connects the 
northwest province on the nurth with 
south and east sections of India, and 
is a strategic point in commun: cations 
in the northwest. 

The bridge was heavily guarded, 
however, and an armored train was 
rushed to reinforce the garrison at 
that spot. The railway line was not 


cut. 

The Afridis fired ‘on troop trains 
carrying reinforcements, including a 
brigade of militia. 

An armored car reconnoitering east 
from Peshawar was fired on during 
the night by tribesmen. They are con- 
tinuing actively the campaign which 
began several days ago with Peshawar 
itself the objective. 

The British forces beat the tribes- 
men back last, night, and the Afridi 
withdrew into the 
They were not all of the 10,000 men 
said to be gathered in this unsubdued 
border strip between India and Af- 
ghanistan, however, and other bands 
from concentration camps apparent- 
ly moved in the second major phase 
of the uprising, shifting the “front” 
to the Indus river bridge, not far 
distant. 

Trains were delayed during the at- 
tack. Upon the arrival of the armored 
train, however, trains moved across 
the bridge safely.

Co-op, So Farm Board 
Is Helpless. 


WASHINGTON, Ang. 12.—(Spe- 
cial)—The only tobacco growers in the 
south who can expect to make a oe 
profit on their tobacco are the members 
of the South Carolina Tobacco Growers 
Marketing Association, invthe opinion’ 
of James C. Stone, of Kentucky, vice 
chairman of the federal farm board. 
Their product redried and placed on 
the market later in the season, through ! 
loans which they have obtained from 
the board, should command a fair 
price, he believes. 

Speaking in general on the tobacco 
situation in the south today, he said: 
“There is nothing whatever that the 
farm board can do for the Georgia 
tobacco growers under the present law 
and I think they fully understand the 
situation in which we are placed. We 
can only loan through co-operatives 
and the sole group in the south to 
take advantage of this fact was that 
in South Carolina. We have ad- 
vanced thein $2,250,000, which has 
enabled them to hold their i and 

igher 
prices that seem bound to come, in 
which the drouth, which has been so 
disastrous in Kentucky and other more 
northern states, will play a great part. 

“No move was made toward the 
possible forming of eo-operatives in 
Georgia until too late. his is some- 
thing that cannot be done in a hurry. 
In the first place the prime requisite 
is to obtain a man to head the or- 
ganization. He must be a business 
man of high ability. 


“It takes time and ability to or- 
ganize a co-operative body and the 
only relief that I can see in sight for 
the farmer who does not go into such 
a plan is through credit organizations. 
In the case of drouth such as we are 
encountering at present, I believe that 
these should be organized by states 
and counties. In every community, 
taking the county as a unit, you find 
some farmers who can obtain credit 
from their local institutions without 
difficulty. Then there are others 
whose honesty is undoubted but are 
not generally known in the banks, in 
other words have never made use of 
credit. Then there is a third class, 
generally that of the poorer tenant 
farmer, whose credit in many cases is 
doubtful. 

“If each county that needs farm 
credit should appoint a committee, 
consisting perhaps of a banker or two, 
a couple of business men and several 
prominent farmers who know the peo- 
ple, they should be able to arrange for 
credit enough to carry all those deserv- 
ing through the present crisis. Money 
for the purpose, on the recommenda- 
tion of such a committee, could be ob- 
tained through the local institutions, 
and where their resources are not 
sufficient, through the -intermediate 
credit banks. 

“Last year I sent a specialist from 
the farm, board through Georgia, urg- 
ing that they form co-operatives and 


take advantage of the loans which 


could be made by this organization, 
but it had been a good year, tobacco 
was high and nothing was done until 
too late. I think the Georgia tobacco 
srowers understand the situation, as 
far as this board is concerned, and 
know that we were ready to do what 
we could. but that we have had no 
opportunity to give help. 

‘Had the Georgia growers taken the 
same steps that were followed in 
South Carolina, they would be in a 
far better position today, as the price

the first of the Latin-American and 
South American countries to fespond.

Hugh Powers, vice prez:dent of the 
bank, and detectives there persuaded 
Kern, who is 70 years old, to take 
$70,000 in a negotiable bank draft in- 
stead. 

When Kern left St. Louis word 
was sent to Toledo detectives to meet 
him on arrival and to endeavor to pro- 
tect him. During the train trip, he 
received “two telegrams, one urging 
him to leave the train at Fort Wayne, 
Ind., to meet a group of persons, Mr.

Mrs. Eary, who police say is wanted 
in Montgomery, Ala., has steadfastly 
avoided any statement which would 
implicate her husband, herself or 
Jerry Darden, another suspect, with 
local safe and fur robberies.

Books. 


The “libraires” of France, who are 
not librarians, but booksellers, have 
held their annual congress at Lyons 
and examined the important question 
of the price of books. The French 
yellow-back, which nowadays is hard- 
ly ever yellow, but is still in paper 
covers, is the cheapest book in Eu- 
rope, for it is only three times its pre- 
war price—which even then was not 
expensive—and it should be five times 
to keep pace with the fall of the franc. 
The buyer gets less for his money, 
however, for a novel of today rarely 
runs to more than 220 pages. Jler- 
haps the quality is better, but the 
present generation of authors can ap- 
parently not stay the distance which 
the last one could—unless it is the 
publishers who are short-winded.

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ST. VITUS’ DANCE IS NOT A 
NERVOUS TROUBLE. 

For years I have struggled along 
without a middle name. But when 
I have a pain in the neck or get a 
little lugubrious .about my liver or 
feel at all squamish—you know, as if 
one were cOming down with a compli- 
cation of typhoid, malaria and brain 
fever—my middle name is Peeve. l| 
dont mean sarcastic. Gracious, no, 
one has to be in fine fettle to do a 
sarcastic bit. 1 mean something like 
an acute nervous wreck; go into a 
groan when anybody asks how I'm 
feeling now; in short give a most im- 
pressive imitation of an invalid in the 
last stages of something terrible. For 
the nonce, or until dinner time, say, 
I’m frightfully prostrated. I tell you 
I’m weak. I'm so nervous— 

That’s it~nervous. 

I’m just as nervous and just as 
weak and just as deserviny of sym- 
pathy, kindness, consideration, cod- 
dling, fussing with, letting alone og 
deferring to, as your Aunt Maria 
when she has one of her worst spells 
of nervous imposition. 

The young person with chorea, St. 
Vitus’ dance, is in an identical state. 
I contend, and I know I am right 
about thisy that it would be just as 
helpful to me, when I’m putting on a 
little show of my own that way, if 
all the rest of the household should 
completely revise their lives, modify 
their social plans and reform their 
Ways in general, in order to avoid dis- 
turbing or annoying me in any way, 
as it would be for the child with 
chorea if all the other members of 
the family were to conduct their lives 
with a regard mainly for the invalid’s 
interest. 

Chorea is an acute infectious dis- 
ease—that is, caused by the invasion 
of certain tissues by germs. It is not 
in any way communicable. It is no 
more a nervous disorder or trouble 
than is the tonsillities from which it 
has its origin or the acute arthritis 
(“inflammatory rheumatism,” ‘“‘rheu- 
matic fever’) or the acute endocardi- 
tis (“inflammation of heart lining,” 
“valvular disease”) which is often as- 
sociated with it. 

If your child has acute tonsillitis 
of any kind you will keep the child in 
bed or at least at rest for a day or 
two if you are prudent, for that is 
the best way to prevent the ever pos- 
stble complication of joint inflamma- 
tion or heart lining inflammation. If 
you believe in playing safe, even at 
the cost of a doctor's advice, you will 
call the doctor whenever your child 
develops an acute sore throat, and fol- 
low the doctor's instructions. 

Rest, especially bed rest, is one of 
the most helpful remedies we have for 
the child with chorea. But only the 
attending physician can advise how 
much rest the patient requires, how 
many days in bed now and again, or 
how many hours in bed every day, for 
the child's best interest. 

In the past, perhaps, the doctors 
were not clear about the remedial 
value of rest in chorea. They stressed 
too much the idea of protecting the 
patient against annoyance, reasonable 
parental discipline, the fair competi- 
tion of his brothers or sisters or other 
children. This sort of suggestion prob- 
ably contributed toward the develop- 
ment of the popular notion tat the 
choreic invalid must: be given his own 
way and never crossed or opposed in 
anything. That is wrong, and it is 
especially wrong for the best interest 
of the sick child. Rest, proper medi- 
eal care, freedom from the mischievous 
advice of harpies and fishwives, and 
a fair share of ordinary kindness 
from the other members of the house- 
hold, these are the proper considera- 
tions. Coddle, pamper and humor the 
invalid. too much, drive home your 
morbid notion that the child is 
“weak,” “nervous,” and very likely 
you'll make him a permanent “nerv- 
ous wreck” and no mistake.

The Ward Election System. 


There wi!l be a strong appeal made 
to the next general assembly to re- 
establish democratic nominations and 
elections of city governments. 

The unlegislated and illegal method 
of nullifying the charter, devised by 
scheming watd politicians , by whic 
city councilmen and school board 
members are nominated and elected 
by wards of the city, will be vigor- 
ously attacked. | 


The legislature: will be pressed to 
make sure to the whole le of the 
city their right to choose all the men 
whoe-are to tax them, not by wards 
but citywide, and spend their money, 
taken from them by force of law. 

There is not one iota of justice in 
allowing a majority of the council 
to be elected by a minority of the 
voters, voting by wards. The whole 
city is affected by what council does 
and the whole city should elect the 
whole council.

Keep Judges Out of Politics. 


Other candidates are denouncing 
the appointment of judges of the mu- 
nicipal court by the judges of the

That is not a satisfactory mode of 
appointing those judges, most of us 
agree, but the proposal to have them 
elected by the people is worse still. 
There is scarcely a more evil practice 
connected with the judicial establish- 
ments of the states, and particularly 
in Georgia, than the popular election 
of judges. The best jurists in 
America have condemned that policy 
for generations past. The evils of it 
are self-evident. 

But the passion for taking every, 
function of government to the electo- 
ral mob has been irresistible, and now 
we have initiatives, referendums, re- 
calls of officers, even to mayors and 
judges, and the nomination and elec- 
tion of all servants from dogpelters to 
presidents. fae 

The judges of the municipal court— 
a mere police court with flounces— 
should be appointed by the governor 
from a list provided by the bar associ- 
ation of the city, and mde removable 
on petition of a percentage of the peo- 


ple. 
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A Consolidated School System. 


Another vital matter about which 
the people should show an active and 
earnest interest is that of consolidat- 
ing the city and county school sys- 
tems, 

Already the city and county are so 
nearly one in interests of every gov- 
ernmental kind that they should be 
legally merged under one common ad- 
ministration. It is simply political 
silliness to keep them separate. The 
segregation is uneconomic, cumber- 
some and hampering to the progress 
of both. 

But particularly in the matter of 
schools there should be consolidation, 
unified administration under one 
board of education and a common 
curriculum that will give every child 
in the county, in city or country, 
equal rights and advantages of school 
training. That is an essential reform 
about which there should be neither 
hesitation nor delay.

OTHER TRIBES 
JOIN AFRIDIS. 


BOMBAY, India, Aug. 12.—(UN) 
The Afridi tribe’s uprising on the 
northwestern frontier gained strength 
today as reports from the disturbed 
area declared other tribes had joined 
with the Afridi in the attack on Brit- 
i: outposts at Peshawar and vicinity. 

The Afridi attack gained the sup- 
port of 500 men of the Kukskhel tribe, 
inhabiting the eastern end pf ihe 
Khyber pass, on the Afghanistan fron- 
tier, one report said. 

* The Kukskhel warriors were re- 
ported to have joined the advance over 
the Khajuri plain, between the hills, 
toward Peshawar. : 

Reinforcements from the Orakazais 
tribe also were reported. The Oraka- 
zais are neighbors of the Afridis in 
the unsubdued strip of hill country 
lying between the northwest frontier 
of India and Afghanistan. 

A tumultuous tribal meeting and 
“war dance” was held by the Oraka- 
zais over the week-end, reports of 
their decision to join the Afridis al- 
liance said. Bands of armed tribes- 
men started along the Kohat highway 
to join the Afridis. 

The royal air force bombed the ad- 
vancing men and the villages of the 
tribe, 

Simultaneously the Massozais tribes- 
men, joining the uprising, attacked 
Badama fort, held by the Kurram 
militia. They were repulsed by the 
militia, the small defense force being 
reinforced by royal air force planes. 

Badama is 20 miles. from Parachi- 
nar, whence British women and chil- 
dren were evacuated by airplane after 
the clash. 

Trouble in the Sind, involving Mos- 
lem and Hindu communal riots 
during the past ten days, was worse 
today, government advices from the 
city of Sukkur said. 

The gov¥ernment’s advices indicated 
lawlessness was increasing and that 
a vast amount of property already 
had been stolen from the viflagers by 
the “dacoits,” or robber gangs. 

The latter were said to have taken 
advantage of the religious feuds of the 
Moslems and Hindus. The feuds caused 
martial law in Sukkur and people 
were afraid to move out of doors. The 
streets were deserted. Murders con- 
tinued daily last week during the 
height of the trouble. 

Robbers slinking through alleys loot- 
ed villages afflicted in like manner, 
reports indicated. They clashed with 
the authorities in several instances. 

Serious outrages have occurred 
the past week at Sukkur and vicinity 
as a result of the communal riots. 
The assailants were reported to be 
mostly Mohammedan tribesmen. 


Hoover Asks Survey 
Of Defense Problem 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12.—(?)— 
President Hoover as commander-in- 
chief of the army and navy has moved 
to bring about a settlement of the long 
standing dispute between the two over 
control of aerial coast defenses. 

The efficiency bureau at the re- 
quest of the president is now investi- 
gating the economic aspects of the dis- 
pute which concerns the point where 
the army defenses of the land must 
end and the navy’s defenses must 
begin at sea. Méanwhile a board of 
technical and professional experts of 
the two services are studying the ques- 
tion from a military. viewpoint and 
with the view to determining how co- 
operation can best be maintained be- 
tween the army and navy so far as 
the control of the air coast defenses 
is concerned. at 

While the study by the efficiency 
bureau is purely economic it will 
left for the military experts to work 
out a definite co-operative plan for 
the defenses. In the event the military 
board is not able to reach a unanimous 
agreement it is probable the president 
as commander-in-chief, will called 
upon mandatorially to settle the future 
control of this part of America’s na- 
tional defense. ,

Bankhead Association Seeks 
To Have Tawn Revise Its 
10-Mile Speed Limit. 


Complaints of motorists on the 
Bankhead highway against the village 
authorities at Waco, 
—— with having imposed unrea- 
sonable fines on tourists and promi- 
nent residents of this state and Ala- 
bama without just provocation have 
been brought to the attention of the 
mayor and council of Waco by the 
Atlanta-Birmingham branch of the 
Bankhead Highway Association and 
steps will be taken to curb the nul- 
sance immediately, it was announced 
Tuesday. 

In a letter addressed to C. T. Drew 
town marshal at Waco, the president 
of the association pointed out the 
“absurdity” of trying to maintain 4 
speed limit of 10 miles per hour and 
expressed the hope that the associa- 
tion might count on the marshals 
co-operation in establishing and en: 
forcing a more reasonable limit. 


A representative of the Atlanta 
Motor Club sent out recently to in- 
vestigate conditions in Waco report- 
ed that he was not aware of having 
passed through the town until he 
reached Tallapoosa, which is eight 
miles beyond. There were no signs 
marking the city limits and none set- 
ting forth the speed limit of 10 miles 
per hour, he declared. The inference 
would seem to be that the speed law 
was designed not so much to protect 
the lives and property of Waco citi- 
zens from reckless drivers as to en- 
trap unsuspecting motorists and to 
mulet them of $5 and $10 contribu- 
tions to the village treasury, the presi- 
dent pointed out. 

The motor club representative held 
a conference with the mayor and sev- 
eral citizens of Waco Monday at 
which it was agreed that the 10-mile 
speed limit was unreasonable, Prom- 
ice also was given that the town 
council at an early meeting would be 
urged to place readable signs at the 
town limits as well as signs announc- 
ing the new speed limit.

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DROUTH BRINGS HAVOC. 
IN NORTHERN GEORGIA 


LYERLY, Ga., Aug. 12.—(Special) 
Drouth conditions are fast approach- 
ing a critical stage in northwest 
Georgia, where no rain of any con- 
sequence has fallen since June 6, 
nine weeks ago. Only scattered show- 
ers in some sections have offered any 
relief to the parched crops. 


The late planted corn is now in the 
stage that it must have moisture or it 
will be a total failure, as was the 
forward corn crop. The river-bottom 
land, where the bulk of Chattooga’s 
corn crop is produced, is now in silk 
and tassel and a good season would 
save this crop. 

Cotton has withstood the drouth 
remarkably well but it is now show- 
ing the effects of the lack of moisture. 

So dry is the earth that trees are 
dying in the forests and pastures are 
so dry they would burn over. Cattle 
are being fed on commercial feed just 
as in the winter time. Many of the 
smaller streams that furnished water 
for stock have long since dried up, 
necessitating the hauling of water. 
Wells are also reported to be extremely 


ow. 

All gardens have been burned up for 
several weeks and vegetables have en- 
tirely disappeared. The Sweet potato 
crop is being cut and no fall potatoes 
have been planted, the ground being so 
hard that it cannot be prepared for 
planting.

In the transportation, as well as in 
the newspaper field, Mr. Stahlman 
achieved renown. Starting life as a 
member of. a railroad congtruction 
gang, he rose to the vice presidency 
of the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road and of the Louisville, New Al- 
bany and Chicago railway (the Monon 
route), and also served as commission- 
er of the Southern Steamship and 
Railway lines. He declined offers of 
the presidency of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad and the 
general managership of the Santa Fe 
system. 

In 1885 Mr. Stahlman acquired the 
Nashville Banner and before long had 


political and business fights, some 
successful, some not, but each waged 
through a period of nearly half a 
century with characteristic determina- 
tion despite threats against his life. 

On one occasion he was shot and 
wounded, but not as the result of his 
journalistic campaigns. It was while 
he was traveling auditor for the 
Southern Express Company in 1870 
that a disgruntled employe fired a 
pistol at him at Shelbyville, Tenn. 
The bullet penetrated a ledger at 
which he was working and entered 
his left arm, leaving it permanently 
injured. . 

Persons in need found the veteran 
publisher ever ready to give aid and 
he was credited with assisting former 
foes who in latter days had fallen 
upon troublesome times. He took a 
personal interest in his employes, and 
those who were ill, even for extended 
periods, received their salaries as usual 
and hospital and medical assistance 
when needed. Years ago he started 
the custom of giving each employe a 
turkey at Christmas time, and this 
was continued even after the staff had 
grown to several hundred, 

At the age of 10 he came to the 
United States with his parents from 
Germany, where he was born Septem- 
ber 2, 1843, and upon the death of 
his father a short time later assumed 
the responsibility of helping to care
